Bowen's Recommendations 
Were 


Rejected by Allies-A State- 


raeit Made by the German 


Embassy. 


Washington. Jan. oO. — There was 


almost a breach in the Venezuelan ne- 
gotiations yesterday, and the danger 
point has not yet been passed. The 
:rouble grows out of the attitude of 
:be allies in insisting upon prefcren- 
Jai treatment for themselves in the 
settlement 
of 
their 
claims. Mr. 


ven has been inforined 
of the 


decision of th« allies to insist upon ad- 
lering to this claim and he has cbmp 
;o a stand In his work for the moment. 
Possibly fresh and enlarged 
powers 


will be necessary to enable him to 
me<st the demands of the allies. 


Two courses are now open to Mr. 


Bowen. and it probably will be for 
President Castro to elect which ho 
shall follow. Ho may, in his response 
to the other claimant nations than the 
allies, take the opportunity to inform 
the world that Venezuela yields to 
overpowering force and that 
if 
she 


cannot meet their claims they must 
reckon with the allies themselves. 


The other course is for him to de- 


Oare that hie mission ban failed, that 
tie cannot come to a reasonable under- 
standing with the allies because of 
their uncompromising attitude, and. 
therefore, the case must go to The 
Hague tribunial for adjustment 


The Venezuelan situation, especial- 


ly the attitude of Germany, was dis- 
cuaeed by the senate committee on 
military affairs today, and the situa- 
tion Influenced 
the 
committee 
on 


some matters pertaining to the army 
appropriation bill, among which was 
the decision to accept the house pro- 
vision relating to transports; that 
they be retained In the service. 


The committee also provided for an 


increase of electricians, skilled gun 
ners, machinists and others who take 
care of and handle guns In the sea- 
coast defenses. 


Some other additions were made in 


the bill with a view of improving the 
service. 


The discussion was general and 


earnest, and the conclusion reached 
as stated by a member of the com 
mittee. was that the United States 
must make it plain that the honor and 
dignity of the country would be main 
talned. and that Germany, should not 
be allowed to "bluff" the government 
by any attitude she might assume. 


The following utatoment was made 


at the German Embassy last night bj 
Count Qnadt relative to the Panther 
«piaode at Ft. San Carlos: 


"Wa 'tars tfaoucht uatil now that 


the Panther was trying- to get into1 
Maracaibo harbor, which it had a per- 
fect right to do to make the blocJcad« 
more effective and to stop the suppos 
ed 
importation 
of supplies 
from 


across the Colombian border. A re- 
port has come showing that the Pan- 
ther had not the remotest intention of 
going into the harbor, and could HOT 
have done so because she was drawing 
too much water to cross the bar. Her 
intention was to get better shelt«-r 
near the bar when she was fired on by 
the San Carlos forts." 


Venezuela's plight at. this moment 


lies In the fact that she is between 
two fires. The allies demand preferen- 
tial treatment, while Prance and other 
creditors look to Venezuela for 
fair 


reatment, pointing out that to dis- 
criminate against their claims, when 
their attitude had beoa correct anil 
•veu magnanimous, would not be fair 
reatment. 


The situation today is stiiJ uncer- 


tain, and official representatives ar«; 
awaiting with some concern the de- 
velopments of the next 48 hours. No 
inal answer has come to Minister 
Bowen's proposition offering a guai-ac- 
tee. as demanded by the allies, aa u 
preliminary to the raising of 
tho 


jIockadR and the relief of the unfortu- 
nate situation in which the blockade 
places the people and government of 
Venezuela. 


The contention of the thrf-o alli«; 


that they shall be given pret'ertsitiaj 
treatment is the point on which th*>. 
negotiations now hang fire. Minister 
Bowen is insistent that tho aliitw 
shall not have preferential treatment, 
and in all his conferences with the 
representatives of the European gov- 
ernments here hp has made fcis pogi 
tion very clear. It is known that h«- 
lad declined to modify his demands 
ji this respect. Pressure along cer- 
tain influential lines has been brought 
to bear on the allies to show the jus- 
tice of Mr. Bowen's contention. 


The European governments are tak 


ng time to consider fuily their reply 
to Bowen's proposition before making 
final answer. Minister Bowen con- 
tinues hopeful of a favorable answer.

tbe first has been to reserve the public 
lands for thoee who wish to make 
horocs upon them, and Its reversal by 
the present administration in tbe inter- 
est of tbe enttle barons should be de- 
nounced by nil. Senators and congreM- 
men should be written to demanding 
that tbe honest settler bo proterted aad 
tfce cattle barons' fences be removed, 
so that nil can bare free access to the 
public domain.
